“Yeltsin! Yeltsin!" tens of thousands of 
flag-waving, whistling demonstrators 
shouted on Red Square, just beyond the 
walls of Gorbachev's Kremlin office. They 
demanded Gorbachev resign and suggested 
he go on another vacation. 

"Shamcl” marchers cried aSihey passed 
the Defense Ministry, whose chief was 
involved in the failed coup. “Hangmen!” 
they shouted outside the headquarters of 
the KGB, whose chairman also participated 
in the overthrow.

Bush advice: 
Move fast 
with reforms

KENNEBUNKPORT, Maine — Soviet- 
president Mikhail S. Gorbachev should- 
capitalize on the failure of his hard-line; 
opponents by accelerating economic; 
reforms and granting independence to the- 
Baltic republics, President Bush said- 


With the coup defeated, Bush said he- 
would resume previously suspended- 
technical economic assistance for the' 
Soviet Union, but refused to offer new. 
financial aid to Gorbachev to help bolster: 
his standing. 

The Bush administration has adopted a 
wait-and-see attitude toward altering U.S. 
relations with the Soviet Union as events in 
that nation continue to unfold and 
Gorbachev makes his next moves. 

A senior Bush aide told reporters. 
Thursday the administration would like to 
see Gorbachev, now free of the need to 
appease conservative old-guard critics, 
move boldly to improve tics with the West- 
and. work closely with reformist Boris 
Yeltsin, president of the Russian Republic. 

If Gorbnehev pursues economic reforms, 
the official said, “it may be possible to 
accelerate it (economic assistance) 
significantly," the official said. 

There was a split Thursday in the 
administration's assessment of Go- 
rbachev’s vulnerability to a further coup 
attempt and his choice of Gen. Mikhail 


nation’s armed forces. 

Bush said he thought that the hard-line 
opponents of Gorbuchcv had learned they 
could not turn back the clock in the Soviet 
Union. “Anybody attempting another coup 
from the right would be out of their 
minds,’’ Bush said. 

' But a senior administration official 
briefing reporters a few hours before the 
press conference warned that the attempt to 
oust Gorbachev “may not be the lost." 

In a similar division of opinion. Bush 
voiced no objections to Gorbachev’s 
choice of Moiseyev to head the military 
and noted that the United States had 
worked with Moiseyev in finalizing the 
details of the recently-negotiated arms 
control agreement on long-range nuclear 
weapons. 

But the senior aide said that Moiseyev 
“to put it generously was ambivalent" 
about the coup attempt. “I wouldn't want 
that guy behind me in a dark hall now,” the 
adviser bluntly said.

Lancet. 

- - -Ain ong -27;7 1 7 men who- have nc ver - 
been diagnosed as suffering from heart 
disease oi o rclatcdrillncss, those who 
drank between a half and 2K drinks a 
day reduced the risk .of heart . disease by- 
26 ‘percent, said Dr. Eric Rimm, who 
directed the study. 

7Wc found a dose response, with the 
more alcohol consumed, the more 
reduced' the risk for heart disease," said 


Rimm, of the Harvard School of Public 
Health. 

Previous studies that have shown a 
link between moderate drinking and 
reduced risk of heart attack have been , 
criticized because of the assumption that 
many non-drinkers have been advised to 
abstain because they were already--- 
suffering from a heart condition. 

That would mean more people prone 
to heart disease were in the 1 low- 
drinking categories, biasing the results: 

Rimm said his study showed the same 
beneficial effect of alcohol even after 
excluding men who suffered from heart 
disease, or related illnesses such as 
diabetes, gout and hypertension.

Crowd demands statue come down soviets w«i honor 




Attempted topple of tho Felix 


MOSCOW (AP) — Thousands of 
angry protesters converged on KGB 
headquarters Thursday, demanding 
that a 14-ton monument to the 
founder of .the Soviet security forces 
be tom down. 

The crowd painted slogans includ- 
ing “Fascist" on the monument to 
Felix Dzerzhinsky, a Polish aristo- 
crat who was asked by Lenin to or- 
ganize the first Soviet internal secu- 
rity force. 

"We will take it down." said 
Moscow Deputy Mayor Sergei 
Stonkcvich. using a microphone and 
loudspeakers to address the crowd 
from near the base of the statue. 
"Work will begin today." 

Two cranes drove to ihe statue but 
Stonkcvich said additional machin- 
ery was needed to pull the bronze 
-Ktaluedown. - - -j/Z---. 

He warned the crowd,’ however, 
not to commit “provocations." be- 
cause “that could lead to tragedy." 

Despite Stankcvich's appeal, 
young boys painted a Nazi swastika 
on the face of former KGB chief 
Yuri Andropov on a plaque on the 
front of the KGB building. Olhcrs 
painted the word "Freedom" on the 
building. The window of one of the 
main entrances was broken. 

The KGB is widely accused of 
supporting the 3-day-old coup and 


Dzerzhinsky statue In Moscow. ' ls chief, Vladimir A. Kryuchkov. 


was one of the coup leaders. 
Kryuchkov was fired Thursday and 
arrested. The KGB pledged to re- 
spect the Soviet Constitution. 

The monument to Dzerzhinsky 
wus erected in the 1950s and stands 
in front of KGB headquarters, 
known as the Lubyanka. The square 
used to be called Dzerzhinsky 
Square, but was recently renamed 
Lubyanka Square by Moscow’s re- 
Tdnriisl City irounciL 

The 10-story headquarters build- 
ing of the KGB, or Committee for 
State Security, was an interrogation 
center and one of the most feared 
prisons in the entire country. 

There was no sign of activity in 
the building Thursday. Lights were 
turned off. 

The crowd begun gathering about 
4 p.ro. It-repeatedly-shouted for the - 
statue to be toppled. 

"I am a World War 11 veteran. I 
lived through lies alLnty life, but I- 
am glad 1 lived long enough to see 
this," said Alexander Lipich. a 
white-haired retiree. . . 

"The KGB waged war and elimi- 
nated millions of people — our Rus- 
sian people, the best people," he 
said. "The KGB must be destroyed, 
they arc traitors." 

As darkness fell, fireworks over 
the nearby Russian Parliament 
building lighted the sky. 


Iraqi agreements

message to Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein Thursday, saying the Soviet 
Union will stick to its international 
agreements, the official Iraqi News 
Agency reported. 

The message, os reported by the 
news agency, made no reference to 
Saddam's quick move Monday to 
praise^ Gorbachcr'rriusterrlraq-said- 
it had suffered under the Soviet lead- 
er's policies and his removal would 
prevent U.S. dominance of interna- 
tional affairs.

It’s time for a change 
in prosecutor’s office 


Buchanan is trying to preserve bigotry 


I had always thought Patrick Buchanan 
he was a reasonably intelligent 
conservative pundit. I was wrong. 

Buchanan’s column, published Sunday in 
the Timcs-Ncws, reveals him to be nothing 
more than a bigot, and not a very smart 
bigot at that. 



BeileulTrliis rhetoric of preserving the 
"historic character” of the United States 
and lamenting the decline of popular 
culture, Buchanan’s real message is clean 
If we don’t stop letting non-whites 
immigrate to this country, our white. 
Western culture will be destroyed. 

Tin's is the sort of malignant nonsense 
one usually hears from the Aryan Nations 
and their ilk, not from a nationally 
syndicated columnist who, let’s not forget, 
has worked in both the Nixon and Reagan 
White Houses. 

Buchanan doesn’t deny that the United 
States is a nation of immigrants, but, like 
nativists of the past, he wants to slam shut 
the doors once he and his kind are in. 

.It wasn’t too long ago, remember, that 
the dominant Scotch-English stock of the 
early United States wanted to keep out Irish 
immigrants fleeing the potato famine and 
German immigrants fleeing political 
repression. 

A bit later in the 1 9th century, after the 
Irish and Germans had assimilatcd. thcy 
raised hue and cry over the immigrants 
from southern and eastern Europe who 


poured in through Ellis Island. These 
immigrants, primarily Catholic and Jewish, 
would destroy the whitc-Anglo-Saxon- 
Protestant nature of America, they cried. 

(They didn’t seem too concerned about 
the Scandinavians who arrived at about the 
same time to farm Minnesota and the 
Dakotas.) 

Buchanan cites “gang wars among Asian, 
black and Hispanic youth who grow up to 
run ethnic crime cartels" as reasons to limit ' 
immigration. 

The same argument was used against 
Italian and Irish immigrants at the turn of 
the century -arguments that, if successful, 
would have deprived Buchanan of 
conservative heroes Antonin Scalia and 
Ronald Reagan. 

And I don’t understand how black 
separatism can be used as an argument to 
limit immigration. 

As I recall, the blacks who arrived in the 
United States shacklgd like cattle aboard 
slave ships didn’t decide to come on their 
own. 

The first Hispanics who came to this - 


colmtry didn't do so voluntarily, either. 
Actually, the United Slates came to them, 
after we beat Mexico in two wars and 
swiped half its territory.

• A fcud..with PublicJ3efendcr.Jim 
Wood — • who has repeatedly won 
acquittal verdicts and dismissals — 
led Baxter to summon an expensive 
and unneeded grand jury to 
investigate drug cases. 

• Demonstrating what looks like an 
unfamiliarly with basic criminal law, 
Baxter very nearly had a child abuse 
case tossed out in 1989 when she 
interviewed the victim, thus making 
hyrself both prosecutor and witness. 

To be sure, Baxter lyis s o me 


strengths, particularly in juvenile law. 
But the lasting impression of her 
tenure is that her heart is no longer in 
the work of the prosecutor’s office. 
Maybe she is drenming of being a 
magistrate judge, a prospect with 
should also give pause. 

Like Baxter, Nelson has made no 
secret of the fact that he wants the 
Twin Falls job to gain more 
experience, as a stepping stone. But 
we rate his performance in Gooding 
County as no more than marginally 
competent and maybe not even that. 

This is a new decade and, in our 
view, an outstanding prosecutor is 
exactly what Twin Falls County 
needs.

After two years, of 
discussion, Minidoka County’s livestock 
confinement ordinance will go into effect 
soon. , 

The ordinance is ready for adoption by 
county commissioners, and the Minidoka 
County Planning and Zoning Commission 
met Wednesday to talk about how it will 

-work. - 

The applications will be available Oct. 1, 
with an effective date of Jan. I . 

Existing domestic and commercial 
livestock confinement operations need their 
applications filed by March I . 

Commercial operations, defined as areas 
holding more than 200 head of large 
livestock or more than 1,500 head of fowl 
and furbearers, ore required to register.thcir 
operations through the permit procedures. 

Domestic livestock operations, defined as 
areas holding nt least 25 but less than 200 


large livestock or at least 500 but -no more 
than 1,500 head of fowl or furbearers, may 
apply. 

“It is mainly for their (livestock 
operations) protection," Bill -McClung, 
Minidoka County building administrator, 
said. 

Building permit procedures will be 
changed, according to McClung, to give 
time to check new building sites for 
proximity to livestock confinement 
operations in the county. 

No residential use will be allowed within 
1,000 feet of a commercial livestock 
oporation or 500 feet of a domestic - 
operation which has a construction or. 
operating permit 

Variances may be granted if consented to 
by residential owner and LCO operator. 

Existing facilities that do not meet tho 
separations and setback requirements, if 
they hold an operating permit, will be 
protected under grandfather rights.

case right back into the state's lap." 
Parish said. "And that’s all the more 
reason why we should do this right 
now. You con put a stay on the case,

Court orders new trial for convicted murderer 


BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Supreme Court has ordered a new 
trial for a Boise man sentenced to 
life in prison without possibility of 
parole for torturing his wife to death 
five years ago. 

.In the 4-1 decision issued 
Thursday, the high court held that 
Charles Tribe was denied n fair trial 
- because 4th District Judge Deborah 
Bail improperly advised potential 
jurors that the death penalty was not 
--a possibility in the case and then 
gave the jury incomplete 
instructions before it began 
deliberations. 

'The ruling effectively reverses a 
1985 high court decision that 
refused to grant a new trial to 


condemned torture murderer Gene 
Francis Stuart, who had made the 
same claim that his jury did not 
receive complete instructions. 

Stuart, the first person convicted 
under the murder by torture law, is 
fighting the order that he be', 
executed for the 198 1 beating death 
of 3-year-old Robert Miller. '.the son 
of his live-in girlfriend. 

In a Bannock County drunken 
driving case, the court .unanimously 
upheld- the-seven-yeor-prison-term - 
imposed on Robert Lowe for 
vehicular mansluughcr in the 1988 
traffic death of Mary Smith and the 
injury of her son Blake. 

Tribe was convicted of first- 
degree murder by torture in the Sept. 


30, 1986 death of his wife Diana. A 
pathologist testified that Mrs. Tribe,' 
who had bruises and rib fractures as 
old as eight weeks, had suffered 
internal bleeding and injurie^'&nd 
ultimately died of severe Ijrain 
damage caused by repeated blo\ys to 
the head. 

"The doctor who testified at; trial 
states that so great were here injuries 
that he had only seen such injuries 
in motor vehicle accidents involving 
o-greai -impact,— Justice -Stephen 
Bistline wrote for the majority.

Nuclear waste transport 
casks weep radioactivity 


ALBUQUERQUE (AP) — 
Stainless steel casks used to 
transport highly radioactive 
wastes from commercial power 
plants to underground disposal 
sites can “weep” radioactivity, 
scientists said. 

The problem violates federal 
regulatory limits but does not 
appear to be a major health 
threat, scientists said. 

"It could become a sensitive 
issue,” particularly in states 


through which the casks will be 
, shipped, said Phil G. Bennett, 
who directs the US. Department 
of Energy's investigation from 
Sondia National Laboratories. 

Bob Luna, Sundia's acting 
manager for transportation 
systems development, said 
Thursday that “this has been an 
ongoing problem in the spent 
fuel transfer business, so it 
probably dates back to as long as 
there are records."

from radar-jamming jets to a new 
composite wing. 

The wing will be made up ! of sev- 
eral types of aircraft used in battle, 
including fighters, bombers and fu- 
eling tankers. 

The Air Force and state officials 
indicated in the past the fate of the 
base could be tied to the proposed 
150.000-acre training range in the 
Owyhee desert. 

“Depending on the findings (of 
the environmental study), it could 
have some effect on the overall size 
of the activity that could be support- 
ed." Rice said.

Administration OKs drilling ban along coast Robbery suspect killed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Bush administra- 
tion said Thursday it intends to ban oil and gas 
.drilling off about hnlf the Washington Coast, one 
of the last wilderness coastlines in the continental 
United States. 

Under its new proposal, the administration 
would consider lifting the drilling prohibition in 
the year 2000, but the burden of the repeal would 
be placed on drilling advocates. 

“It appears to be as good as we could have ex- 
pected from an administration that seems to have 
an endless thirst for oil,” said Rep. Jolenc Un- 
socld, D-Wash. 

Unsocld is seeking a. permanent ban on drilling 
in the area. ‘ ' 


Sen. Brock Adams, D-Wash., was less enthusi- 
astic. 

Hejsaid loopholes in the administration propos- 
iti may not adequately protect the state’s shores 
and fisheries. 1 

"Oil and water don't mix,” he said Thursday. 
"We need a permanent ban on all drilling off the 
coast of Washington." 

In 1988, President Reagan signed a bill calling 
for designation of a national marine sanctuary off 
the Olympic Coast — stretching from near Grays 
Harbor north about 100 miles to the Canadian 
border. 

Bush administrators, reluctant to forgo (he cn- 


boundaries or implementing rules for manage- 
ment of the coastal waters. 

But the delay ended Wednesday when the Of- 
fice of Management and Budget opproved a draft 
jmvirJnmcniaL.impaci statement-prepared by the - 
National 'Oceanic and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion, a NOAA official said. 

"The Olympic Coast National Marine Sanctu- 
ary is designed to protect the mammals, birds and 
other aquatic life of the most pristine coastline of 
the Iqwcr 48 states." NOAA said in a statement 
announcing the formal proposal.

Jobless claims rise sharply; recov ery stalling, analysts say

; WASHINGTON — A surprising surge in 
unemployment claims this month has many 
• litlysts convinced the Federal Reserve must 
II cr interest rntes further to keep the 
ccoi .omy from a relapse into recession. 


The Labor Department said Thursday that 
430,000 Americans filed initial applications 
for jobless benefits in the week ending Aug. 
10. That was a spurt of 22,000 over the 
previous week — and more that five times 
the increase anticipated by most economists. 

“There’s no question — the economy has 


run out of steam, run out of fens,” said Jack 
Albertine, who heads an economic fore- 
casting firm in Washington. 

The economy is “going nowhere fast," 
added Allen Sinai, chief economist at the 
Boston Co. “It’s still an open question as to 
whether we're out of the recession." 


“Time is running out for the Fed to meet its 
own expectations" for economic growth for 
the year, Sinai said. 

The Bush administration, 'faced with a 
presidential election next year, contends the 
recovery is here but has kept up pressure for 
lower interest rates. Most economists don’t 


expect the Fed to decide until after the next" 
unemployment report comc9 out Sept. 6, ' 
Thursday’s report, which showed layoffs! 
dragging on and a failure by businesses to! 
hire, may mean that the unemployment rate; 
in August didn’t improve, either, analysts, 
said.

Would you pay full price to see 
half a movie? Probably not, but 
that’s what millions of people do 
every day when they see a wide- 
screen movie like "The Termina- 
tor," "Ghostbusters" or "Top 
Gun" on video cassette. 

Movie studios have longzrea-

people want their entire screen 
filled, even if it means sacrificing 
as much as 43 percent of the 
filmed image. 

Whai happens is this: A film 
director . makes a movie in. .a 
wide-screen process like Panavi- 
sion, CincmaScopc or Cinerama 
as a way to create a larger-than- 
life image with a screen that’s 
more than twice as wide as it is 
high. 

But television has a screen 
that’s more square than rectangu- 
lar, with an "aspect ratio" -of 
about L34 to I. So a computer 
process known as "panning and 
scanning" is used to transfer only 
the action in the center of the 
wide screen to television. 

It can A-sult in filmic chaos: 
entire characters are missing, cuts 
and camera pans appear where 
they're not supposed to, and the 


picture seems too large. 

"It makes a different movie," 
says Robert Wise, the Academy 
Award-winning director of wide- 
screen clossics like “The Sound 
of Music," "West Side Story” 
and "The Andromeda Strain." 

"There's nothing more annoy- 
ing than people being chopped 
off at die sides of the screen," 
Wise says. "We'd all like movies '

To compensate, many directors 
have begun to fight for their films 
to be "Icucrboxed" whenever 
possible.

"Of course. I always prefer 
people to see films for the first 
time in the movie house." Wise 
says. "But there arc more and 
more films being pip on in letter- 
box format, and that's very en- 
couraging."

negative rcuction to Icttcrboxing 
because viewers feel they’re 
missing something since the pic- 
ture doesn't fill Ihe entire screen. 


‘Twin Peaks’ movie plan 
not dead yet for Lynch

Director David Lynch's on-again, 
off-again feature film version of his 
cult .TV series "Twin Peaks" is on 
again. Kyle MucLachlan. who 
played the series’ central character, 
FBI Agent Dale Cooper, has 
dropped his reservations about the 
project and the movie is scheduled 
to start shooting in September. 

Tne projeeir icnUi lively titled 
"twin peaks: Fire Walk With Me," 
will feature all the regulars with the 
exception of Lara Flynn Boyle 
(MacLaclilan's real-life love inter- 
est. who played the slain Laura 
Palmer's best frienjl on the show) 
and Sherilyn Fenn^lbnuiher high 
school friend of Palmer's). Both ac- 
tresses reportedly had to bow out 
because of scheduling conflicts. 

"Rather than negotiate for a later 
date, we decided to go on without 
them." says Gayc Pope, unit publi- 
cist for Lynch-Frost. the director's 
production company. "We might 
even have, gone on without Kyle, 
rewriting the script, hut his decision 
to do this makes a great deal of dif- 
ference. We’re hoping that those 
fans loyal to the show (which has 
been canceled by ABC) will come 
to the theaters. Our thought is that 
there's a built-in market there." 

Lynch will be directing the movie 
-.I’rthc-fir s t in a -ihrcc-picture-deal- 
with Cl BY 2 (MX), a French company 
that is co-producing and financing 
the film. Though no domestic dis- 
tributor has been lined up. the film 
will be handled by Aaron Spelling's 
Spelling International in Europe. 
Come spring, the director will 
plunge into CIBY project No. 2: 
"Ronnie Rocket." details of which 
have not been disclosed. 

First, however, is the re-release of 
Lynch's first feature. 1978's 
"Eraserhead.” by Miramax Films in 


late October. Described by the com- 
pany as “an eerily erotic sci-fi para- 
ble of the responsibilities of parent- 
hood." the movie focuses on a man 
whose hair stands permanently on 
end in the shape of an eraser.
